Col. Jordan was at 
th at tim e tbe "State A gent” of Peno* 
sylvanla In W ashington city. H e Is 
now Gov. Geary'a Secretary of State.

1. EFFO R TS TO AVOID A 
CONTEST. 
FcUow-Citizens: You arc called up­ 
on, by tbe action of onr County Com­ 
m ittee last week, to hold an election 
on Friday, the 12th inst., to deter­ 
mine the choice of Bedford County for 
Governor. The issue seems to be nar­ 
rowed dowu to a selection between 
John Cessna, Esq., and myself. I 
very much regret this contest, but It 
lias been forced upon us by Mr. Cess­ 
na, and wc have no choice but to meet 
it like m en, aud eudeavor to do oifr 
duty. My labors here compel my ab­ 
sence from *the county, and prevent 
me from conferring w ith you fully, 
face to face, as I 'would wish ; and 
hence, I feel justified In addressing 
you in this m anner. 
I desire you to 
understand the merits of the contest 
as it now stands; and I can think of 
nothing so conducive to th at end as a 
brief híptory of it up to this date; and 
that history I now proceed to give, il­ 
lustrated w ith a few other facts perti­ 
nent to the Issue. 
Iu March and A pril last, I received 
sundry communications from friends 
in Bedford and other counties, urging 
nie to ho a candidate for Governor. 
In ono of these it was suggested that 
Mr. Cessna m ight possibly be a candi­ 
date, and Inquiry was made w hat I 
knew of this possibility. Shortly af­ 
terwards, being in Bedford, I made a 
friendly call on Mr. Cessna, at Uis of­ 
fice, and informed him on the whole 
subject, told him that I had the éoni- 
m unk-ationsunder consideration, tbut 
I would like to take the field without 
any opposition at home, and inquired 
if lie was a candidate. He replied he 
had not thought'of such a th in g ; th at 
my nomination would be acceptable 
to him , and he could cheerfully sup­ 
port me. I thanked .’him for hU reply, 
and I returned to duty here, congratu­ 
lating m yself that 1 would have a 
clear course in Bedford County, w hat­ 
ever trouble or opposition I m ight 
find elsewhere. Thus encouraged, I 
entered tlie field. I informed my 
friends of this interview ; permitted 
thp use of my name ; have the prom­ 
ise of support from some tw enty coun­ 
ties in the Com m onw ealth; and I 
tb'iuk a reasonably good chance for 
the nom ination, when, to my mortifi­ 
cation and amazemeut, Mr. Cessna 
proclaims him self a candidate, and is 
making a determined and desperate 
effort to U ke from me my own coun­ 
ty, and drive me from the field. Cour­ 
tesy, good faith, and justice, require 
that he should not be perm itted to 
succeed; and I call upon you to inter- 
poaeon my behalf. I thought a t the 
tim e of our interview , aud still think, 
I did all thntoould be required of me 
to avoid a collision; but, as he per­ 
sists in forcing one, I trust I have 
friends enough to save me from any 
unpleasant consequences. 


2. COUNTY D ELEGATE. 
A few weeks after said interview, 
our party in convention had agreed to 
serid Major Daniel W ashabaugh, as a 
delegate to the State Convention, 
which nom iuated General H artranfl 
and Colonel Campbell. Mr. Cessna 
w eut to my friends and asked th at he 
might* go as tlie county delegate. 
They (old him th a t he could not, un­ 
less by the consent of the Major, who 
bad been notified and agreed to go. 
Mr. Cessna then called upon the. Ma­ 
jor, whom he insisted should decline 
in his favor, alleging tbut he desired 
to go to enable him to define his post- - 
tion as a party m an, which he repre­ 
sented as unsatisfactory to both him ­ 
self aud his friends. The Major de­ 
clined in his favor, and Cessna was 
sent. 
I t happened th at he became 
Chairman of our State Central Com­ 
mittee, and now, on the streugth of 
the reputation thus acquired, he is at­ 
tem pting to kick the ladder down, and 
“run the whole m achine” for bis own 
exclusive benefit. Last year he per­ 
suaded the Mgjor to resign for his own 
purposes solely, aud now, when the 
Major is again urged as our delegate 
to the next State Convention, Mr. 
Cessna is again on hand to defeat him, 
and insisting th at some one shall be 
scut in tils iuterest. How did ho ac­ 
quire the right to name our county 
delegate every year, and every time 
for him self? Does he carry our parly 
in his breeches pocket ? “ Time about 
is fair play,” says thirold m axim , but 
Mr. Cessna, repudiating time-honored 
morals, usks tbe advantages for him­ 
self exclusively. Suppose we iusisl 
upon having a voice in this mots r, if 
only just once, by way of variety. 


3. M EETIN G OF T H E COUNTY 
Co m m it t e e . 
Ou W ednesday, tbe 20th of Decem­ 
ber, 186-5, Mr. Cessna ealled upon me 
at Washington., and informed me of 
his intention to be a candidate for 
Governor. He inquired o f me when J 
would be ul B edford; and I re­ 
plied, I know ndiking likeiylo lake 
me there toon. H e the*»* w ith great 


apparent candor and magnanimity, 
submitted to me three modes by 
Which the contest in Bedford County 
m ight l>e decidffil between us, vis: 
1. By the County Committee. 
2. By a Delegate eleetibn in the 
Tow tuliijM and Borough*. 
By a popular vote under what la 
called the Crawford County System. 
We separated with thu uudendan» 
ding that I wne to write hint my ac­ 
ceptance or refusal of these ptopoal- 
tion* on the following Monday, De­ 
cember 25ih. On Friday evening, the 
22d, I received from Philadelphia, 
from Sir. Cessna, the following letter: 
“December gist, 18(15. 
Dear S ir: Since 1 *aw you I havo 
thought on the various plans by 
which a decisión of our county m ight 
bo bad. 
1. County Committee to elect. 
2. County Commltteo to oall a con­ 
vention to be clioeeu by Mho-.people 
soon. 
' * 
3. County Committee to elect two 
dUcrcet and fair men from each of our 
election precincts, and they to meet as 
a convention and elect. 
4. Committee to appoint three or 
five good, fair men, who shall m ake 11 
trip through the State, or correspond, 
and repoit to committee who hn* 
mo«-t str«‘ncth. 
. 
Altnoxt any way to savo trouble and 
to save any division In our county. 
1 would be willing that you should 
prepare, and sign, and send to me, 
one, two, or all of the propositions be­ 
fore mentioned, or such of them as 
you may agree to accept. 
[ will sign 
and lay before the committee auy one 
of them you may send, if w ithiu the 
spirit of the proposition. 
It Is desirable that no tim e shall be 
lost, and that no unpleasant canvass 
may be had. 
I go hotncword to-night. 
You», 
JOH N CEHBNA.” 
On Saturday, tho 83d, I received 
from Major W ashabaugh, from Bed­ 
ford, á telegram, inform ing me a 
meeting of the County Committee had 
been called for Thursday, the 28th of 
December. I went up to Bedford Jou 
tbe following Monday, (the 85th) to 
ascertain the meaning of the move­ 
ment, and from evidence received 
there was fully persuaded Uie meeting 
of the committee had been called un­ 
der a telegraphic order, or request, 
from Mr. Cessna, from W ashington, 
immediately after his Interview with 
me last referred to, and that it was so 
called iu expectation that a reply by 
due course of mail would be received 
from m e on Wednesday, and th at the 
whole aflklr would be "put through” 
on Thursday, befóta I could know 
anything about it. I found the Chair­ 
man and Secretary of the committee 
bis willing tools, and that bis emissa­ 
ries were scouring tbe county misrep­ 
resenting me, and endeavoring to se­ 
cure a full attendance of suoh of the 
committee as were supposed to be 
their friends. The Chairman stated 
publicly that the meeting had been 
called to choooe conferees for delegates 
to the Btate Convention; tipd he And 
the Secretary professed to have seut 
written notices to all the members of 
the committee,—the short newspnper 
notice, without names of the oominit- 
tee, or object of the cal!, being con­ 
fessedly insufficient. To defeat, if 
possible, this unprincipled conspiracy, 
and effort to procure a “snap Jtnlg- 
raeut”-«gainst me, I noliUed two of 
tbe committee m yself and sent spoclnl 
messengers 
to notify others, 
and 
found th at ut least three of my avow­ 
ed friends had received uo w ritten no­ 
tices, even up to the day of meeting, 
although they resided on the most di­ 
rect m all route lu the county. Tlie 
result of all this was a full meeting of 
the committee, all the district* but 
two being represented; and the meet­ 
ing being fait, the conspiracy failed, 
and I escaped th& snare w hich had 
been so artfully set. B utted, but not 
quite overthrown, 
these desperate 
tricksters made a sudden "change of 
base” and resolved on still forther ex­ 
pedients to avoid tbelr well merited 
defeat. On Tuesday evening, the 28th 
December, I wrote and delivered to 
Mr. Cessna, a letter accepting Isoo o f his 
/propositions and refecting the others. 
T hat there may be a fall understand­ 
ing of this, I give a copy of m y letter 
In full, v is; 
. 
B e d f o r d , December 26th, 1865. 
Hon. Jno. Cessna. 
D ear S in : Iu compliance with 
tbe protuUie.made you in W ashington 
on W ednesday last, and In response to 
your subsequent letter, I hereby In­ 
form you, that, w hilst 1 am willing to 
acquiesce in such decision as tlie 
Union County Committee of tins 
county may make between us, I pre­ 
fer that the matter be submitted to a 
popular vote, after the m anner of tbe 
Crawford County system, so-called. 
The election, if determined oprtn, to 
be-held between, the 20th and last of 
next mouth, my -friends to be consul­ 
ted in the choice of the eiectiou 
boards, so that we both be represeu*; 
ted, and the numea of the voters to be 
reported w ith tbe results; 
- 
The other propositions you .make 
ai e not accepted. 
■ 
Very respectfully, your obedient

Fearing to trust his chances before a 
foil committee, and determ ined, if pos­ 
sible, to escape from the agreem ent 
arising out of my acceptance of two of 
his own propositions, be sént me 
another letter 011 the night of the 27th, 
when tbe convention was to meet next 
day. T hat letter covers two foolscap 
pages, but most of it is irrelevant, ac­ 
cusing me, in my letter of the 26th, of 
casting reflections on some Township 
Committees, of which I did not even 
know the existence, much less tbe per­ 
sons composing them . But, the im ­ 
portant part of the letter to as follow*: 
Col. I . Jordon, 
Dear Sir: Your letter of last even­ 
ing was duly received. In reply I «le­ 
st re to say 1 am still w illing to adhere 
to auy of tbe propositions I heretofore 
made to you . 
B ut as you have declined 
thcmt I a n entirely willing to .accede 
to yoor offer or proposition In regard 
to a populnf v«#tc, alter the m auuerof 
the Crawford County svstem. I fur- 
thvr add lb.it I.am willing to accept 
tiny of these, or any oilier reasonable 
plan that m ay I* reoominended aud 
adopted by the c o m m i t t e e . . , 
Here, it will l>e observed, th at Willi 
my lettct* of the£6th before him , accep­ 
ting two of hU propositions and re­ 
fusing to accept the others, he accuses 
me of having “declined them ;” and 
yet expresses a willingness to accede 
to tlie Crawford County system, "or 
any other reasonable plan that may be 
recommended ánd adopted by the com 
m ittee.” Very liberal and mag&ani- 
mous again, as on a former occasion 1 
But the next day brings yet another 
"change of base,” and when tbe com­ 
mittee assembled, his friends inside of 
it and outside of it (be standing by 
with full knowledge of w hat was go- 
iugon) m ads a united assault upon the 
committee, contending that Mr. Cess­ 
na was not bound by any of his props* 


sftlons, becaoah I had n o t 
th em ; and furtlyer, th at the commit* 
tee had no power nor authority to de­ 
cide the quusUoiVbctweeu Mr. Cessna 
aud m yself; anuN nsistod that the . 
whole m atter m ust be referred to a del­ 
egate statio n . 
W hat think you, foUow-cjtixens, of 
such ta tio s as these? I oonfess they 
ore entirely new to m e a n d if they 
shall In any wise recommend tbelr aa* 
thor In your fevor, I will have to 
acknowledge th at I have wholly m is­ 
taken the character and political te sta 
of my party associates for the last 
twenty years. 1 can ouly account fo r.. 
them by the feet that the man who 
uses them has drilled so long iu the 
ranke'of our enemies, and come over 
to us so recently, th at he has brought 
his old habits and taoUos along w ith 
him . They nro enough to raise a rea­ 
sonable doubt ol tho Houndness of bin 
conversion to the true politic*! fetlh.
